TRULY. DANGEROUS 


HOT WEATHER 1S LIKELY TO 


BRING THIS MALADY 
TO BABIES 


More babies die in Canada during 
the month of September than during 
any other month of the year. The rea 
son for this is because so many of 
the babies are weakened by attacks 


of diarrhoea during the hot summer | 


months, they fall victims to second 


_ attacks of the disease or to other 


|

conditions, which, in their weakened 


‘| state, they are unable to withstand. 


In the year 1928, over 4,200 babies 
died as a result of diarrhoea. This 
means that, on an average, over 
sievén babies died each day during 
the year because of this condition. 
‘Taere are not nearly as many deaths 
now from this cause as there were 
only a few years ago but we are still 
paying a heavy toll. The progress 
which has been made is practical 
evidence that diarrhoea can be large 
ly prevented if we will but take the 
necessary measures to do it. 

The more.serious forms of diar- 
rhoea are due to germs which gain 
entrance to the body in water, milk 
or other food. The reason ‘why it oc- 
curs more frequently in warm weath- 
er and why it is commonly known 
as summer diarrhoea is because when 
milk is warm, any germs which are 
in the milk grow rapidly, and when | 
such milk is given to babies, they re 
ceive as it were a large dose of germs 
which cause diarrhoea. 

Breast-fed babies seldom have this 
type of diarrhoea because breast milk 
is practically sterile; that is it is free | 
from germs. This is one of the rea- 
sons why every child should he 
breast-fed .The surest and most 
practical way to prevent diarrhoea 
is to breast-feed. 

For babies who cannot be breast 
fed and for older children, milk which | 
is pastcurized should be used. If pas 
teurized milk cannot be purchased 
then it should be pasteurized in the 
home. After pasteurization every 
care must be taken of milk, in order 
to keep it cold and free from dirt , 
and flies. Milk is a most valuable 
food, but it must be cared for or it is 
Cangerous,

Mothers should realize that if a 
Ciarrhoea does occur, it is a serious 
condition, and the time to call a doc-

tor immediately, not several days. 
later when the baby is acutely ill.

We had just a name to begin with. 
Just a name, “Noah’s Ark.” 

We realized there was tremendous 
box-office value in such a name. To 
practically everyone, “Noah’s Ark” 
‘meant something. All we needed for 
‘a smashing picture success was a 
| story. 

1 was given the title and told to 
write a story about it. 1 was a 
writer then, not an executive of the 
company. 1 worked over the idea 
and | worked over it. But | couldn't 
seem to get an idea worthy of the 
title. One day, however, | had the 
thought that the great flood of water 


in the day of Noah might well be 
compared to the great deluge of 
blood in the World War, that both 
had ‘been sent by the Lord for the 
purpose of cleansing the world of its 


sins and impurities. 
Two Great Deluges 


And that’s the way | wrote the 
story and that’s the way the picture 
was made, with this thought of the 
two great deluges. 

It’s a spectacle. They say there 
mever has been *\such a_ spectacle. 
Well, it should be when the amount 
of work we put on it is considered: 

It took me six months to write the 
story. 1 thought when | finished it 
the best part of the work was done. 
1 found 1 had only begun my job. 
1 was put in charge of production. 
(Michael Curtiz, directed all the dra- 
matic work, and then there was a 
special director of technical effects. 

For the biblical sequences, we built 
a thirty-six-acre city on the site of

- We sur- 
rounded the city with 140 individual 
spillways from which could pour 
down at any one time from the main 
reservoir 800,000 galloris of water. 
Responsibility Great 

You can imagine that the respon- 
sibility for such a vast corps of men 
and over such a large undertaking 
was tremendous. I was there night 
and day. 

Av. interesting problem came up in 
the construction of the city. What 
yee of architecture should be em- 
ployed? No one Bible or Bible chap- 


j 


ter agree upon the character of the 
people destroyed by the deluge. Were 
they Assyrians, Babylonians or prod- 
ucts of the Stone Age? Hence we 
made the city of a conglomerate ar- 
chitectural style. 


The biggest dramatic scene of the 
picture is supposedly when the water 
pours down upon a score of people, 
knocking them off their feet, carry- 
ing them in its wake. This is.a real 
scene, nothing faked about it. There 
was a mistake made in the signal 
given for the release of water and 


the flood poured down ahead of :ime 
upon hundreds of extras employed in 
the film.

ple went to the hospital, no one of 
whom was seriously hurt.

Many players seem very down- 
hearted at holding bad cards or getting 
bad breaks with good cards, but there 
should always be one consolation. It is 
far better training to try to win with 
eed cards than to win with good cards 
by indifferent playing. One of the best 
Let ges in the country attributes his 
skill to the fact that for the first few 
years he played Auction he held ve 
poor cards and was obliged in self. 
defense to learn how to play a good 
game. 

On the other hand, players who con- 
tinually hold good cards can win with- 
out learning to play a good game. As a 
rule the big holders are seldom the 
best players, so if your cards are prett 
bad and you have to struggle with 
might and main to break even, don’t 
get discouraged. You are now learning 
the fine points of the game and when 
your luck turns you will be able to take 
the proper advantage of it. 

Here is another consolation for the 
gat who thinks he holds the worst 

nds in the world. The following hand 
was held in a social game in a small!

Don't be too ready to make a busi- 
ness double just because your oppo- 
nents have made a high bid. Be on the 
lookout for freak hands and use good 
judgment before doubling. Try to 
figure out what your opponents can 
hold to justify their bid. Always try to 
obtain the maximum result with the 
minimum of risk. Don’t make the game 
any harder than it is. Always take the 
normal way whenever possible. By that 
is not meant to play safe. Try for the 
maximum at all times but, in doing so, 
don't take any unnecessary risks. The 
following hand is a good example:
